Trenton, N. J., Nov. 19 (UP)— 
Dramatically protesting their inno­ 
cence and calling

in the electric 
chair at the sftate prison last night 
for the murder of George Condit, 70 
year old paymaster of the Reid Ice 
Cream company in Newark last year. 
Altho it had required nearly six 
months for the state of New Jersey 
to apprehend and convict the quar­ 
tette, it took leas than half an hour 
to put them to death. 
“Big Joe” Julian*), was the first 
to die. Then came Christopher Barone 
Nicholas “Little Joe” Juliano, brother 
of “Big Joe” and Louis Capozzi. “Big 
Joe” entered the death chamber at 8 
p. rn. 
and Capozzi, the last to die, 
was pronounced dead at 8:25 p. rn. 
In their last moments of life the 
bandits insisted they were innocent 
of the Condit murder. 
“We were framed by the Newark 
police,” declared Capozzi. 
As the black cap was being lower­ 
ed oven* the eyes of “Big Joe” he ex­ 
claimed, “On my mother's honor, 
am innocent. 
He seemed quite calm 
when he entered the death chamber, 
and called “Hello Murphy” to War­ 
den Timothy J. Murphy, who stood
